Hemingway always had amazing 
powers of resilience and his symp- 
toma Hoon disappeared. But other 
obstacles aprang up to prevent 
him from producing a big novel. 
The combination of his fame and 
hig loneliness caused the Finca to 
be filled with friends, assorted wives 
and sons, interviewers, and, of 
course his faithful entourage of 
hard-drinking, beef-bumping bud- 
dies. Furthermore, Hemingway's 
love for sport and the outdoors 
kept him constantly fishing, hunt- 
ing and skiing. These activities 
consumed much of his time and 
exposed him to the danger In which 
he was so prone to have accidents. 
His safari to Mnst Africa In 1054 
resulted In two airplane crashes. 
In the second, Hemingway butted 
his way out of the burning air- 
plane compartment with his hap-~ 
less head. The old symptoms re- 
turned along with double vislon 
and some others from which he ne- 
ver quite recovered. Finally, on his 
return to the Finca at the end of 
that yeer, he re-established the dis- 
cipline of writing every morning. 


Nobel Prize 


Despite all the obstacles, however, 
Homlngway wrote quite a bit of 
fiction between the end of the war 
and his death In 1961.

Hemingway, ‘his widow, 
Mary, and publisher Charles Serib- 
ner, the shortest of those was “A 
Movable Feast," which was more 
or less ready for publicatlon and 
appeared in 1964.

Vicki Ben-Natan is a graduate student in crimino- 
logy at Tel Aviv University. She was born 25 years 
ago in Egypt and spent her early childhood in the 
Hatikva Quarter. Outside the academic framework, 
she is an adviser at a Municipality-sponsored youth 
club in Jaffa, whose members are “boys who can't 
decide between crime and society.” Here Vicki talks 
about her work and herself to Lea Levavi. 


"§7OU asked what I actually do 
at the club, [1 give you an 
example. One boy, David, was a 
seasoned thief at 16, and already 
considered a lost cause by his pro- 
bation officer. When he came to the 
club, he told me outright that he 
was a thief. ‘That's my trade. Just 
like you're a youth club adviser.' 
“If I had been a probation officer 
ora social worker, maybe he would 
have told me a story about waating 
to be good. But he didn't owe me 
anything, so he could ‘tell me the 
truth, and didn’t have to act with 
me as he did with hia probation 
officer. If he talked to me, it was 
becauge he wanted to. That, by tha 
way, 15 whot 1 think is important 
about the olub. 

“David saw no reason to stop 
Steallog, He had lenrned a trade, 
electrical work, but why. work if he 
could get money by stealing? Of 
course, I tried slowly to change his 
values. But not by ‘telling him it'a 
wrong to steal, because he wouldn't 
have Hstened. 

“In the meantime, he went off to 
481} — he was often in for one- or 
two-week intenvals — where he 
waa forced Into a homosexual re- 
Jationghip, He came back definitely 
changed. This time, 1 wasn't

“It worked, One of our boys has 
stuce heen sceing one of the girls 
who came to that meeting. I don't 
say (tt can work all the time. But 
people shouldn't automatically be 
branded because they come from 
Jaffa, or because they go to work 
Instead of to high school.

LONDON (FWF). — 

IGHTY out of the 450 adult re- 

sidents of Salers, uv village near 
Clermont-Ferrand in France, were 
so shaken by a colour film show- 
Ing an attractive girl undergolug 
a lung cancer operation that they 
decided to stop smoking. 

They signed pledge cardy suy- 
Ing: “I have resolved to atop smok- 
Ing under any clreumstances."” And 
the village Anti-Smoking Com- 
mittee respectfully wrote to Presi- 
dent Pompidou (apparently without 
effect) saying that he should give 
up too and that he should not 
appear on TV magticating a ciga- 
rette. 

‘But alas,: more reeent reports 
suggest that the 80 non-smokers 
have shrunk to 80 — the sort of 
statistic that can be paralleled all 
over the world. Most countries ac- 
cept cigarette smoking fatallstical- 
ly: i's a nationa) Jottery, with all 
the prizes going to the govern- 
ment in taxation. The tax revenue 
is Uke an anaesthetic which 
freezes health ministries from do- 
ing much more to combat the ha- 

it. 

There is no doubt about what in 
Britain has been called the “holo- 
caust” of death and disease caus- 
ed by heavy cigarette smoking. 
One simple British statiatic can be 
matched in many other countries: 
if present trends continue (In Bri- 
tain), 50,000 people ἃ year will 
dle from lung cancer but if no 
one smoked the toll would drop to 
only 56,000 a year and heart at- 
tacks could be cut by a quarter. 


Break habit 


Whether your government has an 
anti-smoking policy or not, how 
can you break “yourself of the ha- 
bit? How successful are  varlous 
methods? Again o British astatlutic 
which can .bea paralleled every- 
where: else: atcording to one me- 
dical expert on tobacco addiction, 
ΤΊ per cent of smokers wish to 
atop smoking or have tried unsuc- 
cessfully to do so, but less than 
one-in four manages to break him- 
self of the habit permanently: In- 
deed, it is far casier to become 
dependent on cigarettes than on 
alcohol or barbiturate drugs.

So he has 16 elgarettes In an 
average waking day. On the second 
day he hag one clgarette every 
two hours, so consuming elght. On 
the third day he is down to one 
every four hours — four elgarettes 
— and thus it goes on. 

The budget-ininded American or 
Canadian smoker may prefer to use 
the cigarette box with the bullt-In 
clock working a lock. On taking 
out a cigarette, the smoker seta 
the clock for the tlme when he 
feels he can safely risk another. 
However, “loyalty" to the locked 
box conflicts with resentment at 
the loss of peraonal freedom — and 
the temptation to take out two ci- 
garettes instead of one. 

There are mor panaceas, like 
stroking your tongue with a atick 
of silver nitrate after meals, then 


rubbing the tongue against the pa- 
late for half ἃ minute, You con- 
tine smoking, but the combined 
taste of amoke and nitrate is 80 
unpleasant that after three days 
you give up smoking in disgust. 
You can βιιοὶς sweeta — or get 
a prickly feeling on the palate by 
chewing ginger or cloves to put 
off tobacco, Some men keep the 
craving away by chewing hits of 
dried orange peel, Millions of pco- 
ple try tabicta, lozenges or pills 
of loheline or quinidine, alkaloid 
substances which may be regard- 
ed as harmilesg substitutes for πὶ- 
cotine. But the much-advertised 
“miracle” results are only for those 
with strong (in some cases mira- 
caulous) will-power. 


We just said ‘non!’ 


Some cures are a bit involved. 
One English medical man who used 


to amoke 40 cigarettes a day sug- 
gests that if the giver-up wants to 
Nght a cigarette, he should think 
carefully of anything that may 
have been worrying him in the 
previous 15 minutes. 

He should then write an exact 
account of whatever it was in o 
notebook — when the desire to 
smoke will disappear, The theory 
behind the method ts that smoking 
ln a “displacement activity," pro- 
voked hy some kind of frustration 
in dally life — and writing down 
its source may end a particular 
impulse to smoke, 

Back to France for a contrast. 
General de Gaulle recorded how he 
gave up in his early fifties: “I told 
my wife, my staff, my whole en- 
tourage that I had stopped smok- 
Ing.
